If the book shelves are painted 
the linfhg might be a shade of apricot, 
against which bits of deep blue green 
and old ivory pottery would be most 
effective. 

For the space above the sofa a fairly 
large modern picture in harmonious 
colors would add much life to the room, 
or several related pictures could be 
used there in group arrangements. 

Perhaps the mirror Mrs. G. now has 
over the mantel could be given a smart 
frame of plain silver to harmonize with 
the silver lines of the paper. And 
opaque modern light shields at either 
side of the mantel would add greatly to 
the scheme. Shades on table and floor 
lamps should be modern in feeling. The 
plain conical shades of gold or silver 
metal paper are quite attractive; shades 
of straw-colored hide laced with leather 
would also be good; and there are 
countless pretty modern parchment 
shades. Care must be taken to obtain 
reasonable harmony between lamp bases 
and shades, however. The types sug- 
gested are all suitable for rather plain 
pottery bases, or wooden or metal 
standards. They would not do s0 well 
for the more elaborate lamps, which 
usually call for shades of pleated or 
stretched ailk. 


This completes a very modern scheme 
in soft shades with sharp accents of 
contrasting color introduced through 
book bindings and ornaments. We have 
not changed a stick of furniture, and 
the only addition suggested is a little 
modern end-table of silvered metal with 
a black glass or mirror-glass top for 
the chair to the left of the hearth.
